THIS WEEK 


By Percy Williams 


Basil Rathbone’s return to the Cape 
Playhouse this week stirs a wealth of pre- 
cious memories among those of us on both 
sides of the footlights who were in one 
way or another a part of that hopeful 
night, twenty-three summers ago, when 
the most fashionable audience ever gath- 
ered on Cape Cod welcomed the opening 
of a venture unequalled in the history of 
the American Theatre. 


While the other summer enterprises 
throughout the resort regions of the na- 
tion already had achieved much that was 
worthwhile in the world of theatre, none 
had undertaken such an ambitious pro- 
gram as that established by the late Ray- 
mond Moore and Mrs. Hayden Richardson. 
To have been even a very little part of 
the beginning of the venture, I count as 
one of the greater privileges of my life. 


Of all the thrilling, colorful happenings 
of that first season I recall most vividly 
the eternal minutes before the curtain 
went up on the initial performance of 
THE GUARDSMAN. Some of us back- 
stage were merely apprentices-of-all- 
trades, trying to be helpful but probably 
were underfoot as the big moment neared. 
I remember we kept peeking from behind 
the curtain, appraising an audience that 
fairly glittered. It seemed more like an 
opera opening than that of a summer 
theatre. 


Just before the curtain rose there was a 
hush and the theatre was as still as an 
empty cathedral. Basil Rathbone, straight 
as a soldier, was standing in the wings, 
his handsome head raised—reverently, it 
seemed. Blonde Violet Kemble Cooper, 
his lovely leading lady, stood classically 
statuesque during that anxious but seem- 
ingly hallowed moment. Only the distant 
splutter of fireworks broke the silence for 
it was Fourth of July night. 


A “curtain up” signal from stage man- 
ager Sammy Seldon released the unbear- 
able tension and the play was on. The 
welcoming applause was long and thun- 


‘derous. Basil didn’t try to hide a quick, 


happy smile. Miss Cooper stopped worry- 
ing about the mosquito that had been 
buzzing in front of her face. We noticed 
a regained composure among other mem- 
bers of the cast which included Frederic 
Worlock, Egon Brecher, Laurence Cecil, 
Guy Mainwaring, Wildan Beer, Marcia 
Hanan, Jane Burby, Mari Worth and Remo 
Bufano. 


The audience reception that night was 
as deeply gratifying to the crew back- 
stage as to the actors on it. But in all the 
excitement and glamor of the grand open- 
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ing none of us, I’m sure, unless it was Ray 
Moore, himself, or Mrs. Richardson, dared 
dream that, here in this converted 1790 
meeting house, was being launched the 
most famous summer theatre in America. 

We wish that all of that splendid cast 
and those who worked in the production 
end of that first play as well as those in 
the “front of the house” might be here 
now for a reunion. However, it is a very 
pleasant kind of anniversary, having Mr. 
and Mrs. Rathbone back in Dennis this 
week. I have never forgotten what a 
priceless opportunity it was as a stage 
struck youngster to assist Mrs. Rathbone 
(Ouida Bergere) with properties; for she 
was a true and gifted artist whose stage 
arrangements were breathtaking. 

If the property department occasionally 
worked extra hours—and who didn’t that 
season—it was because Mrs. Rathbone’s 
attention to important details kept us on 
the move, finding somehow, somewhere 
on Cape Cod the correct “prop”. “Good 
enough” was not in her vocabulary any- 
more than it was in Basil’s. 

The “props” job was not without its 
own little comedies. They seemed like 
near tragedies at the time. For stage 
floral displays the rule then was “no wax 
or paper flowers, but real ones”. This 
added to the elegance of the sets. The 
result was literally nectareous—so much 
so, in fact, that one matinee is memorable 
for the ad lib performance of several 
honey bees. 

The contribution of the Rathbones to 
that glorious first season cannot be over- 
estimated. During the arduous days of 
rehearsal and throughout his performan- 
ces in such magnificent productions as 
PETER IBBETSON, THE GRAND DUCH- 
ESS AND THE WAITER and OUTWARD 
BOUND Basil Rathbone was a most co- 
operative person to work with. To us 
backstage he was always “a swell guy”. 
Cheerful and willing to lend a hand, he 
was very much one of us in the great, 
new venture. It was not unusual before 
dress rehearsals to: see this former Eng- 
lish scholar and athlete, with hammer 
and saw, help a stage hand with scenery 
or, seeing something heavy to be moved, 
add his fine muscles to the cause. To de- 
scribe the splendid quality of his- per- 
formances would only be repeating what 
the. best critics. have said innumerable 
times. 

There are many of you in the audience 
who were patron subscribers in 1927. You 
are, indeed, very much a part of this 
unique 1949 reunion in Dennis. Without 
your support and:énthusiasm twenty-three 
years ago a great dream might never have 
been fulfilled. To you, to Mr. and Mrs. 
Rathbone “and ‘to all the other “alumni” 


here this week, we say, “It’s so very nice 


to see you.”

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WHO'S WHO 


BASIL RATHBONE (Dr. Sloper) as a 
young graduate of Repton College in Eng- 
land started on a sound business career 
at his father’s insistence, but he had little 
inclination toward trade. One afternoon 
he walked out of the offices of Liverpool, 
London & Globe Insurance Co. to see a 
matinee at his cousin’s theatre, the well 
known Frank Benson Shakespearean Co., 
and never came back. He made his first 
professional appearance at the Theatre 
Royal in Ipswich with that company in a 
repertory of eight plays. The following 
year the company came to this country 
for an engagement, and Basil Rathbone 
came with them. But he had no thought 
of staying at that time—he was headed for 
his natural goal, the London stage. World 
War I interrupted his career, so he served 
with the Liverpool Scottish Regiment in- 
stead. After the War he made a personal 
hit in the London production of “Peter Ib- 
betson.” He returned to the States in 1922 
and made his Broadway debut in “The 
Czarina.” Several outstanding Shakes- 
pearean productions followed, including 
“Othello” and “Romeo and Juliet.” In 
1925 he was co-author and star of “Judas.” 
During this period he met Ouida Bergere 
in New York and they were married in 
1926. For a number of years he shuttled 
between. the London stage and screen, 
Broadway and Hollywood. Among his 
Broadway ‘successes were “R. U. R.” “The 
Swan,” “The Captive,” and “The Command 
to Love.’ His scores of Hollywood hits in- 
clude the gamut of leading man to char- 
acter heavies in such films as “The Last 
of Mrs. Cheney,” ‘David Copperfield,” 
“Anna Karenina,” “The Tale of Two Ci- 


ties,” “Captain Blood,” “Dawn Patrol,” “If . 


I Were King,” and “Frenchman’s Creek.’ 
He is identfied to a nation-wide audience 
in the title role of the “Sherlock Holmes’’ 
radio program and the Cape Playhouse 
audience he is identified with our auspi- 
cious opening on July 4, 1927. 

MARIE CARROLL (Lavinia) played 
stock in Washington, D. C. before she came 
to New York and became the bright star of 
the Princess Theatre musicals, including 
“Oh Boy,” “Very Good Eddie,” and many 
others. Engagements in “Charm School,” 
“So This is London,” and several Shakes- 
pearian productions. followed. She re- 
placed Patricia Collinge in the original 
production of “The Little Foxes,” starring 
Tallulah Bankhead, and when. the. war 
broke out spent a year and a half in the 
European Theatre with the Red- Cross.

London bombings, she. went right 
back to Italy, Belgium and Holland with 
the U.S:O. ‘Last summer she was initiated 
to the strawhat: circuit in Whitefield, New 
Hampshire. 


DEAN NORTON (Morris Townsend) is 
well remembered by Cape audiences for 
his performance as Robert Browning play- 
ing opposite Martha Scott in “Barretts of 
Wimpole Street,” and with Jean Parker 
in “Dream Girl’ two seasons ago. At 
UCLA he majored in varsity athletics and 
acted with the University drama groups. 
His fast pitch attracted the major league 
baseball teams, and he signed with the 
Cincinnati Reds, Philadelphia Athletics, 
Pittsburgh Pirates and the New York Gi- 
ants. When an accident put him out of 
the game permanently he drifted into the 
theatre and organized his own group of 
barn-stormers which did one-nighters 
through Utah and Idaho. He worked and

Diaghileff chose six girls to dance with the 
company and Dorothy had the thrill of 
appearing on the same bill with Nijinsky. 
After some experience in stock she played 
in the “Vinegar Tree” with Billie Burke 
and in “Berkeley Square” with the late 
Leslie Howard.
